WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—(I. N. S.)—After presenting 


a solid front for five years, a distinct split at last has de- 
veloped in the organized dry forces of the country and politi- 
cal leaders in Washington are engaging in significant specu- 
lation as to what this fact may portend in 'future efforts to 
modify the Volstead law. 


The cause of the cleavage is the remarkable analysis of 


five years of prohibition, concluded today by the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ. This report baldly stated 
that prohibition has not accomplished what its sponsors 
hoped for and that it has been attended by such increases in 
crime and social evils as to create grave doubt as to its 
benefits.

Story of Early Pioneer Days

No blizzard swept the neat offlcla 


maps 


To nip a tracing linger."—Nelhardt 


Maps, books, guides spread on 


coming In to talk of rumored Indian 
wars; children retelling the strange 
stories found In travel books; letters 
from friends already gone—days 
weeks, and months of this, then the 
chance to get away. Auction sales 
of household goods, parties, farewel 
tears, and finally departure for thai 
land so enticingly mirrored In every 
setting sun. 
Few remain of the hundreds who 


reveled and suffered In adventures, 
romance* and tragedies in such 
settings. Soon only their spirits will 
live upon the prairies. 
But the 


books, the maps, the guides that 
spurred them on will remain—worn 
evidence of the aspirations, plans, 
and labor that built great states on 
desert land. 


A 
special 
collection 
of 
such 
volumes is being gathered by the 
University of Nebraska library to 
be used by the students and citizens 
who reap the harvest sown by those 
happy warriors. 
Some of 
th3 


choicest 
volumes are on display 


this -week in the library entrance. 


A spotted old yellow book, "The 


American Gazetteer," published by 
Jedtdiah Morse, D. D., in Boston, 
1797, carries one back to the day 
when such names 
as 
Nebraska, 


Omaha, and Platte were unknown, 
and Missouri stood for a "river in 
Louisiana" of which "we have not 
sufficient knowledge! o give 
any 


correct account of its navigation." 


Tell of Nebraska 


The report of Lewis and Clark, 


)rlnted in John Melish's "Geograph- 
cal 
Description 
of 
the 
United 


States." 1S22, makes the first im- 
jortant contribution to the world's 
knowledge of Nebraska. 
It states 


•The soil during the whole length 
of the Missouri below the Platte is, 
•enerally speaking, 
is very 
fine 


and although the timber is scarce,, 
here is still sufficient for the pur- 
joscs of settlers. But beyond the 
river, although the soil is still rich, 
vet the almost total absence 
of 


timber, and particularly the want; 
of water, of which there Is but a 
small quantity In the creeks, and 
even that is brackish, oppose power- 
ful ob stacles to its settlement.' 
Then came Major Z. M. Pike's ac 
counts of long- marches and con- 
ferences with Indian chiefs in 1807 
and Henry R. School craft's "Sum- 
mary Narrative of an Exploratory 
Expedition to the Sources of the 
Mississippi in 1S20; Resumed and 
Completed by the Discovery of-its 
origin in Ithasca Lake In 1832."—an 
impressive volume 
dedicated 
to 


John C. Calhoun, secretary of war. 


Life of Pawnees 


Life among- the Pawnee Indians 


on Nebraska plains was reported for 
friends back home by Hon. Chas. 
Augustus Murray after his travels 
in 1S34, 1835 and 1836. At the end 
of one long march, he writes he was 
convinced 
although 
he 
"could 


obtain no proof of the fact'1 that 
the Pawnees had killed and eaten 
his dog. It was a dirty existence 
according to Mr. .Murray, and the 
Pawnee women were fully as talka- 
tive as their white sisters, while the 
children howled even louder when 
it was time to sleep. Henry Kerr's 
"Travels 
Through 
the 
"Western 
Interior of the United States from 


1808 to 1816," was another volume 
that probably kept many a boy 
awake nights with Us thrilling tales 
of adventures among beasts and 
Indians. 
Days of the gold rush are brought 


back again by R. C. Shaw's "Across 
the Plains in Forty-Nine," in which 
he tells how the first mail carrier In 
Nebraska was paid. 
The party- 


had bargained with Sioux Indians 
to carry some letters to Council 
Bluffs, and Mr. Shaw writes that: 
"While he (the chief) did not seem 
anxious 
for 
money, 
there 
was 


nothing else in our outfit but what 
he was willing to take, and that at 
the final settlement quite a quantity 
of second-hand clothing, notions, 
tobacco and jewelry changed hands, 
and the Indians generally got what- 
ever they fancied. 
Nothing less 


than a calico shirt of the pattern 
which I was wearing appeared to 
them to be of the proper value for 
carrying my letter. The Indians got 
the shirt and several months later 
I had the satisfaction of knowing 
my wife received the letter.' 


Election Day Thrill* 


Election day shooting scrapes and 


pioneer controversies still live in 
Albert D. Richardson's "Beyond the 
Mississippi," 1869—a. volume es- 
pecially Interesting because it con- 
tains the 
prediction

George 
Francis Train, head of the famous

Omaha realtor and financier, that 
'olumbus, a thriving little town in 
:he Platte valley, would some* day

Sober and

found in William Darby's "The mi- 
grant Guide," published in ISIS. 
Big land purchases such as creatsd 
so many Nebraska fortunes were 
discouraged by Mr. Darby, who con- 
ended that: "The most radical fault 
committed by emigrants respecting 
and is the purchase of too much, 
and the investment of capital in 
hat manner which could be much 
more beneficially 
employed upon

These books that once lured men 
westward may

Judge Shepherd Declares In 


Radio Address Judiciary 


Is Safeguard. 


The constitution 
of the United 


States, declared 
Judge Frederick 


Shepherd, in an address from ra- 
dio station KFAB as a part of the 
Constitution week program of tlie 
bar association, as interpreted and 
applied by the judicial department- 
which it created, was intended lo 
reach into the future and guide the 
course of the new na'ion. His sub- 
ject was "The Constitution aid the 
Courts." 
Fear of judicial autocracy is oc- 


casionally expressed, he said, but 
when it is considered that "judicial 
power is limited by its very na- 
ture, and that the courts are with- 
out power to ini'Kfte law, and with- 
out veto, and that amendment is 
possible, there is little reason for 
alarm. 
"Question, 
objection, 
criticism 


have been current virtually 
from 


the beginning because the courts so 
frequently adjudge acts of congress 
unconstitutional, and thereby ren- 
der them of no effect. 
Certainly 


the constitution reposes this power 
in the 
judicial department, 
and 
makes it its duty to so adjudge in 
all cases in which legislative en- 
actment goes beyond the authority 
delegated by the states to the fed- 
eral government. 
"The constitution sets forth in its 


bill of rights 
certain . privilege!) 


which are inalienable to the citi- 
zen, such as the right to due pro- 
cess of law. the right to protection 
of life, liberty and property, and 
the right to 
speak 
and publish 


freely. These rights congress 
and 


the legislatures of the states must 
know and respect and any law vio- 
lative of them~VHl perforce be un- 
constitutional. 
The courts so de- 


clare as a matter of course. 
"The state, by the general powers 
which it reserves, may prevent 
such use of property or such ex- 
ercise of individual talent as be- 
coinfg dangerous generally to life, 
health, morals or 
public welfare. 
This is the 
police 
power, never 
delegated away and in fact inalien- 
able to the state, a power more and 
more recogniECd 
as 
the country 
grows, and sure, I think, to be the 
great safeguard of the people 
in 
many a pressing problem of the fu- 
ture. To this power all rights aT'e 
subject. 
"It would be simple to sav thai 
the constitution is perfect. By its 
own t^rmF it aaiiiits the possibility 
of its betterment. Yet I expect its 
plan and is divisions of powers to 
remain as long as character and 
learning are deemed best able to 
hear and determine the controver- 
sies of conflicting interest."

In the following article. Secre- 
tary of Commerce Herbert Hoover gives 
a Bllmpic of what may be expected.

"WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—In the 


midst of a great transformation in 
the development of electrical power, 
amounting almost to an industrial 
revolution, the United States by 
1930 will require a capacity of ap- 
proximately 36,000,000 
horsepower 


for Industrial and 
domestic pur- 
poses. 


This statement was made by Sec- 
retary of Commerce Herbert Hoov- 
er, who is making an elaborate sur- 
vey of power needs of the nation 
in connection with plans for bet- 
ter 
generation 
and 
distribution 


through inter-connection -and fuel 
conservation in central plants. 
America's enormous demand for 
more electrical energy will require 
an additional investment 
of 
$5,- 


000,000,000 in various enterprises. 


Hoover is head of a commission, 


representing eleven 
northeastern 


states, formed 
for the 
purpose of 


perfecting the greatest electrical in- 
ter-connection that the world has 
ever known. 
The proposed plan 


means an annual saving of $500,- 
000,000. 


Making Good Progress. 


""We are well along '«e road to 


centralization and inter - connec- 
tion,". Hoover said. "It is moving 
silently but 
stupendously. 
It is 


probably one-third complete." 


Movements 
in 
four directions 


mark the progress of the movement. 
Hoover enumerated 
them as fol- 
lows: 


1—-Erection of central generating 


plants of enormous size. 
-—Consolidation of town plants 
to form district power systems sup- 
plied from central stations. 


3—Inter - connection of district 


systems for the transfer of power 
between them to balance demands 
of one system as against the other. 


4—Transmitted power rapidly re- 


placing individual 
steam drivers 


and local electrical generators. 
Central station 
power 
capacity 


today is virtually 20.000,000 horse- 
power, an increase of 58 per cent 
in the last five years. 


Speaking of the future develop- 


ment of 
electric power, Hoover 
said: 


"We are just entering into the 
stage of electrification of transpor- 
tation. Present users will increase 
their requirements; new uses will 
be discovered. 


Better Farm Service. 


"The power district 
as 
distin- 


guished from the town system is 
making possible the extension of 
service to the farms. 


"At our present rate of require- 


ment, by 1930 central stations for 
the country probably will need an 
additional capacity of fully 30 per 
cent, carrying them up to nearly 
36,000,000 horsepower. 


"Most of this increase 
will 
be 


supplied by steam generated power. 
The public is under some illusion as 
to our waterpower resources. 
In 


the districts ea^it of the Mississippi, 
where 73 per cent of our power of 
r-11 kinds is generated, if every drop 
of water that is economically useful 
were actually harnessed, it could 
supply less than 15 per cent of the 
future requirement." 


Hoover regards evolution of the 


power district of utmost import- 
ance. 
The wider inter-connection 


between regional sections is pro- 
ceeding:, he said. 


"A flow of electricity soon will 


be traceable 
through the 
many 


regional systems continuously from 
Montana west to the Pacific, thence 
south to Mexico," he said. 


"Shortly power tie-ins will be 


completed in the middlewest and 
southeastern arc-as, coming all the 
way from 
Wisconsin to Michigan, 


around through "West Virginia and 
North Carolina to Arkansas and 
Louisiana. 


"Incidentally we have evolved a 


new 
profession—the 
power dis- 
patcher, 
who 
determines which 


plants shall generate and at what 
times."

THE LAWYERS' ETHICS. 


The "legal profession of the city of New fork has 


made known Its views on the ethics which should be 
observed by the practicing lawyer. 


Covering a period of eighteen months, the Commit- 


tee on Professional Ethics of the Bar association 
of that city has just made known its judgments on 
the problems presented to It. Its findings are dis- 
appointing. 


From the pamphlet setting' them forth it is 


learned that no attorney should solicit business; 
should not support Impecunious clients; should not 
deal directly with adverse parties who are repre- 
sented by counsel; should not induce the commis- 
sion of a crime in order to commence a prosecution 
against suspects; and should not, except under pe- 
culiar circumstances, after full disclosure to all other 
Interested parties, 
accept 
compensation 
from any 


other party other than his own client. 


How tha lawyers must have smiled when they read 


those findings? 


Near'., every question which the committee was 


asked to pass upon could have been answered by any 
honorable man in any profession or business with- 
out expert assistance. They do not touch upon the 
most pressing problems of the profession. How far 
shall a lawyer go in advancing the interests of his 
clients? This question requires an answer more par- 
ticularly in the criminal branch of the law. 
Many 


high-minded and conscientious members of the legal 
profession have found themselves confronted with the 
•unpleasant task of defending a client they know to 
be morally guilty of the charge preferred. 
Shall 


they give their talents to the task of freeing such 
•wrong-doers because the law has set up innumerable 
technicalities which many times baffle conviction? 
Recently an organization 
of the most prominent 


members of the bar of Chicago said no. It agreed 
to accept no retainers 
from 
those known to be 


habitual gangsters and criminals. 


A paragraph in The St. Louis Post Dispatch upon 


another phase of this subject commands attention: 


The sins of lawyers spring less from lack of fidel- 


ity to their clients' interests than from undue zeal 
in advancing those interests. 
Today, when In large 


centers the work of the lawyer is so largely that of 
a. planner and negotiator for his client, the canons 
of professional ethics that we most need are canons 
of business bargaining rather than canons of loyalty 
to client or of fairness in litigation. We need canons 
to keep bankers from conspiring to force unconscion- 
able bargains on borrowers, to keep Insiders in a re- 
organization from clubbing outsiders Into submis- 
sion, to keep outsiders from making use of recalci- 
trancy to enhance their nuisance-value and to keep 
promoters and underwriters from many practices that 
would receive ready condemnation if Indulged in by 
neighbor against neighbor. 


In other words, law, along with everything else, is 


changing. The present-day lawyer, particularly the 
corporation attorney, is largely or exclusively con- 
cerned with problems of the business world. His 
public service Is nullified when his efforts are di- 
rected to staying just within the law. In too many 
Instances ho conceives that 
the 
Interests of his 


client are opposed to what ha knows to be public 
•welfare. 


UNABLE TO RETURN TO AMERICA. 


One of the most serious questions raised in con- 


nection with the Johnson immigration law is its ap- 
' plication to the problem of thousands of unnatural- 
Ized foreign-born soldiers who served with the Ameri- 
can forces In the world war. 


At a recent convention held In Rome, it was said 


there are 30,000 Italians, who served with the Ameri- 
can armies, who are now living In Italy but who 
desire to return with their families to the United 
Btates. 
Similar conditions are said to prevail in 


other countries, particularly those in southern Eu- 
rope against which the most rigid restrictions were 
applied. 


American delegates attending the Rome conven- 


tion will place the matter before the American Legion 
•when the national meeting is held In Omaha next 
month- In order to permit these foreign-born sol- 
diers who served under American colors to return to 
the United States, It will be necessary for congress 
to amend the Johnson law. The quotas of some of 
these countries are so low that it would require years 
before all of them could be admitted, even if they 
•were given preference over other classes of immi- 
grants. The total number of immigrants admitted in 
a single year under the provisions of the Johnson 
law is 167,000 while the Italian quota annually is less 
than 3,000. It would take a decade for those of 
Italian birth who recrossed the 
seas to fight In 


France, to return to this country if they were given 
preference over all other Immigrants from Italy. 


It must ha confessed that their plea for readmis- 


slon to their adopted land arouses the strongest sym- 
pathies. Many of them had been in this country but 
a. comparatively short time and had not become fully 
impressed with the necessity of making application 
for citizenship. Even those who wilfully neglected 
to complete the steps or to take out first papers 
irave proof of loyalty to America by service in the 
annie*.^ While congress is loath to open up old sores 
by tinkering: with the Johnson act, it is highly prob- 
able that some steps will be taken to permit aliens 
who fought abroad to return. It is at least worthy 
of the most earnest consideration.

He houses and provides for his family wlthl 
ut dole or subsidy and acquires an Interest in the 
ation's industry through the Investment of his sav- 
ngs. He is a student and a builder. He Is the equal 
f any other American save as to the amount of his 
apital and none knows but It may be only a ques- 
ion of a comparatively short time until in this re- 
pect also he may be the peer of any. 
But his 


reatest asset is his self respect and by retaining this 
e commands the respect of every other man. 


THE DIFFERENT VIEWPOINT. 


A news story from London Is to the effect that 


the I/ondon county council has power to purchase 
land both Inside and outside the county under agree- 
ment or condemnation, for the erection of dwellings. 
These houses, subject to special cpnditlons as to their 
rental and the ajmount of rent charged, receive sub- 
sidies of $40.50 per year. In the four years ending 
In March, 1*22, the council had purchased land and 
erected 9,915 dwelling* at 
a gross cost of about 


$15,000,000, which rent at from. 70 cents to $1.65 per 
room per week- 


This story furnishes but another illustration of the 


wide difference existing- between the people of Eng- 
land *nd those of the United States, notwithstanding 
th« fact that the two are regarded as more nearly 
alike than any-other nations in existence. ,The atti- 
tude, th» mental processes and tho outlook upon life 
ot the English artisan or laborer are as different 
from those of tho American similarly situated as are 
those of the Oriental and''each day's developments 
hut serve to emphasize tho proof ot this wide dif. 
fcrence.

NEW WONDERS OF SCIENCE 


Astonishing inventions 
and 
discoveries by scl- 


ntific 
Investigators 
come so frequently in these 


Imea that two or three short paragraphs In the "newa 
ispatches were deemed sufficient to tell about the 
chlevement of frying an egg on top of a cake of 
ce, by means of radio waves projected through the 
ongealed mass, and the lighting of a "wireless 
amp" by sending 
the unseen current through a 


nan's head. 


We have grown so'accustomed to such marvelous 
ierformances as these that they are generally taken 
s matters of course. Fifty years ago, they would 
.ave called for many columns and pages in all the 
.ewspapers. Yet they are no more wonderful than 
he invention of the telegraph, which occurred three- 
uarters of a, century ago, or o£ the telephone and 
he electric light about 25 years later. X-rays, mov- 
ng pictures, automobiles and airplanes were just as 
emarkable productions of science as the new in- 
isible heat rays that penetrate ice and the human 
natoniy without showing the slightest visible ef- 
ects upon cither. 
Astronomers, searching the heavens with modern 
igh-powered telescopes, have reached the conclus- 
on that the universe to which our solar system be- 
ongs Is only one of an indefinite number of similar 
osmic groups whirling through the vast fields of 
ncomprehensible 
space. 
They can determine the 


Distances, masses and constituent elements of the 
tafs by various means which science has made 
available in the last few years. 


But discoveries' no less astonishing than these 


were being made 200 or 300 years ago with the aid 
f comparatively crude apparatus. For instance, be- 
ore the planet Neptune was ever seen in the heav- 
ns, its existence was asserted by a noted astron- 
mer who had observed some erratic movements of 
Uranus, which he ascribed to gravitational influence 
f another body moving in an orbit outside that of 
he latter. He 
suggested to some of his brother 


tar-gazers that they turn their telescopes In upon 
a certain part of tho heavens to look for the un- 
*nown planet, and when they did so they soon lo- 
ated Xeptune as a shadowy object which had prev- 
ously escaped detection. 


Some of the things that seem commonplace to us 
ecause 
we have become so familiar with them 


vould have been regarded by our fore-fathers as 
nothing short of miraculous. Asphalt 
pavements, 


tool sky-scrapers, 
steam locomotives, and daily 


icwspapers might be cited as a few examples. The 
lewing machine in its day was a wonder, and the 
irst crude mechanical harvester caused a tremen- 
lous .sensation. 


After all, the progress of the world from age to 


age is only comparative. Generations to come may 
eclipse us In knowledge and advanced conditions of 
ife as much as we outclass the ancient Greeks and 
Romans. 
Science and civilization refuse to stand 


•dill or be satisfied with what has already been ac- 
complished. They are continually reaching out In- 
.o the region 
of the unknown. Who 
knows that 


some day a force may he discovered that will 
counteract gravitation? And if man should ever suc- 
ceed in harnessing such a force he might- be en- 
abled to go sailing off into space on tours of explor- 
ation to neighboring worlds.

The smartest move which Mayor Hylan of New 


Tork City made since he opened his fight for re- 
nomination was his refusal to be Inveigled Into the 
move for the organization of a third party. 


In the last fifteen years there have been innumer- 


able examples of the futility of independent candida- 
ies for office following defeats in the regular party 
primaries. 
Mr. Hylan served two 4 terms as mayor 


of America's greatest city with the consent and sup- 
port of Tammany Hall. 
His failure to secure the 


support of the democratic organization before tho 
primary campaign In his quest for a third term 
should have been sufficient warning to him. But 
since it was not, the massive majority piled up for 
Walker brought him to his senses. 


The few remaining democratic leaders in New Tork 


City, who refused to abide by Tammany's judgment 
before the prlmarv and who remained loyal to Hylan, 
have now announced that they will support Senator 
Walker against the republican candidate for mayor. 
That was the only problem causing real concern for 
Walker and his friends. Since Mayor Hylan has de- 
cided that conditions were not favorable for a third 
party, Tammany remains supreme In the field.

very life of the trees was threaten- 
ed. Spraying seemed to have a cle- 
toiring effect on some of the trees, 
which led to the conclusion that it 
was Insects that caused the trouble. 


Prof. Engle is being assisted in 


his research work by local hort- 
rultunsts, who fear the disease may 
be permanent, and will appear next 
year, when the trees begin to leaf 
out in the spring.

He is professor of 
history at the University of Oregon, 
at Eugene. 


Speaking before the bond depart- 


ment staff of The First Trust com- 
pany. Professor Barnes said that 
in any proposition

either 


France or Italy will make there will 
always be hidden within the sa-ne 
old scheme of making the United 
States collect their debts from Ger- 
many. He" said, however, that the 
American bankers have amply pro- 
tected all private loans and that 
these would undoubtedly be paid. 


The 
newspapers 
of 
England, 


France and Italy, especially those 
which appeal to the

working classes aie fanning the

Professor Barnes

years studying at King's College, 
Oxford, and later at the Sorbonne 
in Paris.

economic conditions.

He found that England, Franca 


and Italy all have their "pet peeves" 
against "the United States. 
The Frenchman believes that the 


Eighteenth amendment wa.s aimed 
directly at him to courtail his wine 
industry. 
Italy thinks the immigration law 


was put on our statute books for 
her alone. 
England believes the high tariff 


was a pot shot at John Bull. 


Professor Barnes ii an advocate of 


the League of Nations. Ha bclisves 
there is but little trust between the 
covenanted nations but in spite of 
this it is his opinion that the league 
is the only idea that has even a 
possibility of bettering international 
conditions. 
'He thought, along with 
many 


others, 
that 
personal 
contact 


through 
the 
world -uar would 


cement relations between the United 
States and the allies. If anything, 
he now finds,

has 


caused the breech to widen. 


English farmers are well content 


and have no reason for emigrating 
to the colonies. Unsmployment is 
rife only among {he laboring classes 
and skilled workmen. The colonies

agricultural immigrants chiefly. The 
dole system is not soiling Britain's 
labor problem. 


Fond of England. 


"I have grown fond of England 


during the years I have spent there. 
I was just a little blue at what 1 
found there this summer. The peo- 
ple are resigned,

or less 


morosely, to a situation which they 
feel is inevitable. 
The 
average 


Englishman believes his motherland 
is on the down grac.e with little 
chance of ever takmr it«i former 
place. 
" 'If I had a son I wotild send him 


to one of the provinces. This coun- 
try is done.' This statement made 
to me by an English civil engineer 
is chaiacterislic of the general at- 
titude," Professor Barnes stated. 


Germany has made rapid pro- 


gress but is in nowhere near ths 
prosperous condition it has been 
pictured, Professor Barnes learned. 
The Germans have an unemploy- 
ment problem but it is not as bad 
as_ the one which is serving as a 
drag on England. 


The German republic has shown 


all of the intrigue and dtshonesty 
that niarked the early government 
of this country and France after 
the latter had become a republic. 
Prosperity has been too much for 
the poorer men who

elevated to governmental 
offices. 


This, he thinks, Is the cause of much 
of the unrest and the desire among 
many Germans 
to return 
to a 


monarchistic form. 
Whatever else 


this form Of government might have 
been, It was not dishonest, Profes-

talking soil and waiting for 
the 
snow to be off the ground. The

babel of garden talk:. There was a 
sort of famier-liko geniality in the 
air. 
A Problem of Tenses. 


When I look back to our bright 
beginnings the reasons for our fail- 
lure seem hard Indeed to 
under- 1 
stand. The principal one, I think, 
Is the Question of the season. 
It 
appears that the right time to be- 
gin gardening Is last 
year. -For 
many things It Is well to begin 
the year before last. For good re- 
sults one must begin even sooner. 
Here, for example, are the direc- 
tions, as I Interpret them, for grow- 
ing asparagus. Having secured 
a 
suitable piece of ground perferably 
a deep friable loam rich in nitrogen, 
go out three years ago and plough 
or dig deeplv. Remain a year In- 
active, thinking. Two years ago 
pulverize the soil thoroughly. Walt 
a year. As soon as last year comes 
set out the young shoots. Then 
spend a o.uiet winter dolny nothing. 
The asparagus will then be ready 
to woik at this year. 
This is the rock on wlilch 
we 


were wrecked. 
Asparagus demands a preparation 


of four years. 
To fit oneself 
to 
grow strawberries 
requires three 
years. Even*for 
such 
fcumble 
things as peas, beans, and lettuce 
the instructions Inevitably 
read, 
"plough the soil deeply in the pre- 
ceding autumn." 
This sets up a 
dilemma. Which Is the 
preceding 


auturu..? 
•Soil and Its Seasoning. 


If a man begins gardening In the 
spring he Is too late for last au- 
tumn and too early 
for this. On 
the other hand if he begins in the 
autumn he is again too late; he has 
missed this summer's crop. It is, 
therefore, ridiculous to begin in the 
autumn and Impossible to begin in 
the spring. 
This was our first difficulty. But 
the second arose from the question 
of the soil itself. All the 
books 
and instructions Insist that the se- 
lection of the soil"' is the most Im- 
portant part of gardening. 
No 
doubt It Is. But if a man has al- 
ready selected his own back yard 
before he opens the book, what re- 
medy Is there? All the books lay 
stress on the need of "a deep, fri- 
able loam full of nitrogen." My 
own plot of land I found on ex- 
amination to contain nothing 
but 


earth. 
I could see no trace of nitrogen. I 


do not deny the existence of loam. 
There may be such a thing. Last 
spring my fellow gardeners and 1 
all talked freely of the desirability 
of "a loam." But speaking 
from 
experience, I should say that the 
only soils are earth, mud, and dirt. 
The Yield of Cabbage Per.

one 
that will really grow. This

will presently come to speak of as 
the cabbage. But the cabbage will 
be a source of pride and an object

Every step m the construction of 
the supplied part is checked botn 
by eye and by instrument, just as 
if the part were manufactured by 
the automobile builder himself. 
The Paige-Detroit

company believes that a search of 
the industry will show it to be one 
of the most completely organized 
from an inspection standpoint. One 
out of every five and a half pro- 
ductive men in the entire plant 
is an inspector, states Mr. Harry 
Jewett, president. 
"Twenty-nine 
different people 
Inspect every motor we build," he 
continues. 
"Each motor block goes through 


167 inspection 
operations 
before 
receiving the piston and connecting 
rod assemblies. Only a quarter ol 
an ounce variation is allowed in 
the six piston and connecting rod 
assemblies.

284 cars to dealers on August 31, 
establishing 
a new record 
600 
higher than the largest previous 
shipment for one day. 
The 
company, which recently 
made its two-millionth car, at- 
tained 
during..' August a greater 


production that far for 1925 than 
for the entire year 1924. 
Several factors haxe contributed 
to the unprecenderted demand, ac- 
cording to C. E. Dawson, assistant 
general manager of the Chevrolet 
Motor company. 
"The August 1 reduction of $40 
to ?50 in the closed model prices 
together with the announcement of 
the improvements on all models 
caused a still further increase in 
the unfilled order list " said Mr.

Studebaker Firm Says Ex- 
ported Most High-Powered 


Cars So Far In 1925. 


More high-powered motor cars 


were exported by Studebaker dur- 
ing the first six months of 1925 
than 
by any other 
automobile 
maker m America, declared a re- 
port recently Issued by that firm. 
In most countries this achie%re- 
ment was won agaisnt the penalty 
of a horsepower tax, which makes 
ownership of cars more costly in 
proportion to their rated power. 
In England the buyer must pay 
a yearly tax of one pound per rated 
horsepower, or about $171 on a 
Studebaker big six, on which the 
power rating is 36.4. The smallest 
of the Studebaker cars, the stand- 
ard six, carries a tax of $129. 


On the other hand, the tax on 
cars which compete with the stand- 
ard six runs from $81 to $188 each, 
ratings 
being from 17,3 to 23.4 
horsepower, the report asserts. 
In spite of this handicap, the de- 
mand for Studebaker cars grew 
during the first half of the year to 
such an extent that expectations 
exceeded those of any other Amer- 
ican maker of high-powered cars. 
Many high-powered cars which en- 
loy significance in the American 
:ield obtained almost no foothold in 
;he foreign market. 
In much of this territory 
the 


Studebaker big six enjoys a repu- 
tation similar to that which a ?12,- 
000 English-made car enjoys 
in 
American cars with an

Weak eyes of motorists who tour 
many days at a stretch may be 
soothed by the Use of a boric acid 
solution. 
A • homemade 
solution 


may be made by adding one table- 
spoonful of borlt acid to one pint 
of boiling water. Allow to cool and 
bottle. Apply to the eyes by means 
of an eye cup, which may be pur- 
chased for a small sum. If 
the 
eyes are red and inflamed from the 
wind, they may be washed at morn- 
ing and nigrht with the solution. 
Care should be taken to see tlvit 
the boric drystals are thoroughly 
dissolved, so that they may not irri- 
tate'the eyes. Solutions other than 
boric acid should not be used un- 
less a p'hysician has been consult- 
ed. 


Proper Position for Driver. 


The proper position when driv- 


ing- a car is to sit down in an easy 
position and avoid, as far as possi- 
ble, the too common habit of grip- 
ping the steering wheel with 
an 
awtavard hold, and keeping pressure 
on the clutch pedal with the left 
-foot. 
The former habit restricts 
one's activities, and the latter,re- 
sults in many 'cases In clutch-slip 
and liability to burn out, or, al- 
ternatively, excessive wejar on the 
clutch withdrawal ball race.

windshield. 
A simpel lock for the car can be 


made by merely boring- a hole 
through the clutch pedal Just above 
the floorboard and 
snapping

lock into it. 


Shift Gears to Sav« Engin*. 


If the engine shows the slightest 


hint of labor in going up a hill, 
shift, to intermediate or low. Push- 
ing an engine beyond its. capacity 
means a terrific strain. In shifting 
from a higher to a lower gear, ac- 
celerate slightly just before attempt- 
Ing to mesh with lower gear. This la 
necessary in order to accommodate 
the higher speed of the lower gears.

wasteful, old methods with their 
needless drudgery. 
The 
energy 
thus saved, properly directed will 
be devoted to the higher things of 
life, the formation and use of a 


home library, training in the 'ap- 
preciation of home music and so 
on. 


Mr. Hoover Talk* on Home." 
Mr. Herbert Hoover said of the 
survey to be undertakeii by this 
new department "The home is the 
family workshop. Its 
equipment 


and organization are an Index of 
its efficiency. As our most import- 
ant conservation 
problem is the 
conservation of human, energies, a 
general study of the home for the 
reduction of needless effort should 
have much usefulness. 
It should 
also lead to an increase in the 
amount of time which the -women 
of the country may devote to the 
development of the finest type of 
family life and to civic improve- 
ment. 
Your project therefore-is 
highly commendable, and should 
bring results of far-reaching im- 
portance."

The survey as planned will be 


very thorough. It will start with 
housing, a study of the building of 
sound, 
attractive, 
economical, 
single family homes. It will also 
consider under this head the recon- 
ditioning: and remodeling of old 
houses to make them sanitary and 
convenient. 


Promote Grounds for Play. 
Mome exteriors as well as inter- 
iors will receive attention in this 
survey.

STATE D. A. R. WORK. 


Mrs. H. E.' Poter of 
Fairbury, 
state historian for the Daughters 
o£ the American Revolution, 
has 


gathered some interesting • facts 
connected with the work of this or- 
ganization in Nebraska 
Mrs. Pot- 
ter, tatres note of the historic spots 
the historic buildings and old trails. 
A summary of her findings shows 
that in March 1923, Sioux Lookout 
chapter purchased the only remain- 
ing log cabin in North Piatte, a rel- 
ic of the early sixties.

by Major Isaac Sadler chapter at a 
cost of J75. 
Four markers were 


placed by this chapter to commem- 
orate important events in early his- 
tory of Nebraska. . 
The spot where Logan Fontenelle 


was killed was marked by Beaver 
Valley chapter of St. Edwards July 
8, 1924. 
Nebraska daughters have 
given 


$53.95 towards the purchase of a 
fine portrait of George Washington 
in continental uniform by the noted 
artist 
Rembrandt Peale. 
This 


painting was taken from the collec- 
tion of the late Senator Brandegee 
of Connecticutt and will be hung 
Jn Memorial Continental hall in 
Washing-ton.
